Beware Of 
Phone Furnace 
Repairmen

Extension Home Economist 

Beware of phone furnace 
repairmen! High fuel costs 
have provided a reason for 
attending to the proper oper- 
ation of a furnace. A local 
fuel company can recom 
mend qualified people who 
can check a furnace before 
going into the cold heating 
season. 

However, beware of the 
repairman who shows up at 
your door with a guarantec 
to make your furnace run 
better. The following are 
suggestions to help to get a 
qualified repairman: 

ASK for identification. He- 
pairmen working for a com- 
pany will have some form of 
Weniifivaiiun, Tanke ite fannie 
and check him out with a 
telephone call. 

Don't be hasty in signing a 
service agreement. Remem- 
ber you have 3 days to cancel 
an agreemeni, so seek ad- 
vice from local people who 
you know. Call the Better 
Business Bureau or the Con- 
sumer Protection office in 
your town. 

Beware of someone who 
does not have a local busi- 
ness address. 

Insist that all guarantees 
be in writing ang signeu. 
Verbal agreements are just 
worthless. 

Beware of repairmen who 
make inspections and make 
a scare report to get you to 
buy anew furnace. If you get 
a report like this, get one or 
two additional opinions a- 
bout the condition of your 
furnace.

Tax dollars for 


campaigns bad business 


Personally, | don't like it; but it's 
g0ing ta he law in Michigan anyway. Sn 
you have to go along ... but you don’t 
have to like it, 

_Most recent cause of the Almanack’s 
discontent is the new Michigan “poli- 
tical reform” Jaw. which was one of the 
inal acts of the dying 1976 Michigan 
Legislature, Donning his white nat, and 
Picking up a white pen, no doubt, Gov. 
Milliken signed the new law. {t's been 
one of his causes for some time now. 
Michigan is the first state to adopt such 
a“reform" law; the movement likely will 
Spread. 

The main nart | dan't like ahaut the 
New law is the way it provides tax 
dollars for political candidates’ cam- 
paigns. The Michigan law extends to 
the state level the same theory that 
helped finance innumerable presidential 
campaigns in 1976. 

To me the whole idea is bad 
business. Tax dollars are tou tough for 
the taxnayers to come by to pe 
use for political purposes, thereby 
denying their use for the upkeep of 
governmental services. 

But then, if the treasury runs dry, all 
the state has to do is jack up the income 
tax rate a part of a percent, and nobody 
will ever notice it. except the treasury 
will get filled up again. That’s the 
danger of a graduated income tax. by 
the way: it becomes too easy to adjust 
the rate. and ever upward, too. 

The way the public financing of 
political campaigns would work in 
Michigan, according to news reports. 
goes like this: 

The gubernatorial campaign funding 
provisions would permit state income 
tax revenue to be tagged for governor 
candidates through a $2 tax return 
checkoff. 

“There.” cry my Getractors. “if you 
don't want to use your tax collars for 
political campaigns. just check the 
proper box on your tax return. Simple, 
huh?" 

Of course it’s simple: but | object to 
the philosophy. first and foremost.

Each major party candidate for gover- 
nor in Michigan would be entitled to 
$660,000 in public funds for primary 
elections, and up to $750,000 for 
general elections. 

That adds up to a lot of tax dollars, 
and in my book, a lot of governmental 
spending that should be re-directed. 

The new Michigai aw also requires 
extensive reporting of campaign contri- 
butions and expenditures by candidates 
in both statewide and local races. For 
example, Gonations of more than $20 
would have to be identitied by name and 
address of the donor. 

Total spending by governor candi- 
dates under the law would be limited to 
$1 million in the primary and another $1 
million in the general election, with 
another $200,000 extra permitted to 
raise the $1 million. 


There's no argument from me that 
politics should be clean, and that 
campaigning should be meaninaftul: 
however, public funding of campaigns 
for governor is just as distasteful to me 
as public funding of campaigns for 
president, which is also the law now. 

Maybe I'm all wrong, but | can't 
believe the new law by itself will clean 
up elections and electioneering on 
either the state or federal levels. 

Clean and proper government—and 
clean politics. too — must start in the 
minds and hearts of the participants, 
and importantly in the attitudes of the 
voters. 

Laws might help, but the intentions 
of the principals involved, including 
voters. are the most important factors 

their intentions, along with their 
tolerance of skuliduggery, trickery and 
dishonesty 

As\ said. maybe I'm all wrong on this 
clean politics emphasis. It will take 
several elections and several campaigns 
and several elections to prove tne 
pudding. Check with me in another 20 
years or so — Say about 2000 — and if 
Mm wrong. fll apologize. (il even check

TENANT LAWS

Under terms of a new law 
taking effect March 1, 1977, 
such practices wil) be illegal. 

The law, sponsored by 
Ann Arbor Democratic Rep. 
Perry Bullard, will assure 
that Jandlords “seek relief 
through the state’s summary 
eviction procedure — an es- 
tablished procedure assur- 
ing due process,” says Gov. 
William Milliken. 

Any tenant who's unlaw- 
fully ejected after the law 
takes effect will be able to 
recover treble damages, or 
$200, whichever is greater. In 
addition, the wronged tenant 
can collect costs and rea- 
sonable attorney fees. 

Bullard says the law is a 
“fair compromise between 
landlord and tenant inter- 
ests.” 

HIGH ON MINERALS 

Michigan's production of 
mineral raw materials hit a 
record $1.28 billion-pfus last 
year — the largest economic 


of 


total since the state was 
admitted to the union in 
1837 


Figures for 1976 won't be 
available until fall of 1977, 
but state geologists are pre- 
dicting another economic re- 
cord because of increased 
iron ore and natural fuel 
production. 

"Increasing costs and pro- 
duction of iron ore, which 
traditionally leads Michigans 
mineral output in dollar 
value, is the main basis for 
this speculation,” explains 


Arthur £&. Slaughter, the 
official state geologist. 
Iron ore, for instance, 


zoomed up more than 34 per 
cent, to $346.6 million in 
1975. Inflation played a key, 
role in that increase, how- 
ever, Since Slaughter notes 
that iron ore shipments in 
that period were only about 
25 per cent over 1974 pro- 
duction totals. 

Over 15 million tons of 
iron ore were mined in 
Michigan during 1975, com- 
pared tc 11.5 million tons in 
1974 and 12.3 million tons in 
1973. 

Other increases included: 
petroleum and natural gas, 
which increased in volume 
by 35 and 47 per Cent, 
respectively, and were up 69 
and 85 per cent in value.
